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DEADLY AIM OF 
GOUNT VON KOTZE 


He Puts a Bullet in the Abdo- 
men of Baron Von Schrader. 


A DUEL NEAR POTSDAM.

Third Encounter of the Series Arising 
From the Ugly Court Scan- 
dals in Germany. 


BERLIN, April 10.—There was a sensation 
in court and military circles here this morn- 
ing when it was announced that another 
duel growing out of the great court anon- 
ymous-letter scandals had taken place in 
the woods near Potsdam, and that Baron 
von Schrader, Master of Céremonies of the 
Prussian Court, had‘been shot and seriously 
wounded by Count Von Kotge. The latter 
was formerly Court Chamberlain and was 
acquitted on the charge of being the author 
of the anonymous communications re- 
ferred to 

Count Von Kotze and Baron Von Schrader 
used pistéls and the latter was severely 
wounded in the abdomen. Count Von Kot- 
zes arrest has been ordered, and his friends 
say he will surrender to the authorities 
whenever and wherever called upon to do so. 

This is the third duel of the series of 
about a dozen for which challenges were 
sent out last April by Count Yon Kotze, 
and he hae repeated to-day his announce- 
ment of his determination to keep on fight- 
ing his enemies, one by one, until he has 
settled accounts with all on his list. Those 
who know Count Von Kotze feel confident 
that he will keep his word.

The scandals which gave rise to this series 


of duels began nearly five years ago, when 
high court personages, male and female, 
old and young, began receiving anonymous 
letters or postal cards, calling their at- 
tention to this or that escapade upon their 
own rt, or upon the part of relatives or 
friends. As a result wives became separated 
from their husbands and fathers and 
mothers discarded their children, nearly 
everybody of importance being smirched 
more or less by the venom of the anonymous 
writer, who was evidently a person thor- 
oughly familiar with all the details of court 
life. People began to look askance at their 
best friends. 

_Every effort possible was made by the 
police to discover the guilty person, but in 


, spite of this, the anonymous tormentor was 


able to continue the cruel work for about 
four years. The general opinion was that 
the vile communications were the work of 
a woman: but gradually this opinion 
changed and for some unexplained reason 
suspicion fastened itself upon Count Von 
Kotze, one of the court chamberlains, a 
popular man, Well liked by the Emperor and 
trusted by all his friends. Finally a volun- 
tary spy denounced him to the court auth- 
orities on the ground that on the blotting 
paver pad of a letter pad used by the Count 

e had found a clear reproduction of one 
of the anonymous communications, a postal 
card. Thereupon Von Kotze was arrested 
and confined in the fortreks. Upon trial he 
Was acquitted of the charges brought 
against him. 

While Von Kotze was in prison, the tide 
of sympathy turned decidedly in his direc- 
tion. Ugly whisperings were heard on all 
sides, his arrest was openly denounced as 
an outrage, and the names of a number of 
very high court personages were mentioned, 
including Duke Ernest Gunther of Schles- 
wig-Holstein, the brother-in-law of Em- 
peror William of Germany. In fact, some 
persons even had the audacity to oast 
sidelights of suspicion upon a higher person 


than Duke Gunther, though it would seem 


without any just ground for so doing. 

When Count Von Kotze was released from 
prison, he promptly sent out challenges to 
about a dozen of those whom he believed 
to have been implicated in à plot to ruin 
him in order to save the reputation of the 
high personage, whoever he may be, who is 
looked upon as being the real author of the 
anonymous communications, 

Among the principal persons challenged 
were Baron Von Reischach, court marshal 
to ex-Ermperor Frederick of Germany; Baron 
Von Schrader, master of ceremonies of the 
Prussian court; Prince Von Fuerstenberg; 
Prince Aribert of Saxe-Altenburg and 
Prince Albert of Saxe-Altenburg.

John Keeting’s Young Wife Dy- 
ing in the Hospital.

HER HUSBAND A FUGITIVE. 


A Once Beautiful Young Matren De- 
serted Under Circumstances That 
: Have Aroused Dark Suspiciens. 


* 


What may develop into a fiendish plot of 
wife murder came to light Friday morning 
when Mrs. Elizabeth Johnston, a pleasant 
old lady of 60 years, called at the City Dis- 
pensary with teams in her eyes and asked 
permission to see her daughter, Mrs. Mamie 
Keeting. 

‘Mrs. Keeting, a young woman, a few weeks 
ago beautiful and accomplished, and mother 
of two small children, is confined in a cell 
at the City Hospital, bereft of reason and a 
physical wreck. She may live only a few 
days. 

Every doctor who has attended her says 
that she has been poisoned. 

John Keeting is in the eye of the law a 
fugitive from justice, there being an indict- 
ment against him for election frauds com- 
mitted over a year ago. 

John Keeting is reputed to be the son of a 
wealthy West End resident. Four years ago 
he married Mamie Johnston, who lived with 
her mother at 503 South Broadway. He met 
her in the room over Joe Cafferata’s saloon 
at Thirteenth and Pine streets, where she 
frequently visited her sister, Cafferata’s 
wife. 

A year ago the St. Louis Grand-jury re- 
turned an indictment charging Keeting 
with an election fraud and he hurriedly 
left town. No one knew where he had gone, 
not even his wife, until a month afterward, 
when he sent for her and their 2-year-old 
boy. He was in La Grange, Mo., and it was 
there that Mrs. Keeting and her child went. 

From that time they seemed to drop out 
of sight. Mrs. Johnston heard noshing of 
them and Keeting’s family perhaps did not 
care to ever hear of him. 

Early Saturday morning, April 4, before 
any one was moving on the street, a buggy 
Stopped at Cafferata’s saloon and Keeting 
alighted. There was a woman in the buggy, 
bat she was strapped do, the seat and could 
not move. It was Mrs. Keeting. She was 
sick and insane. Keeting took the two 
children—they had had another in the year 
—and carried them into the saloon. 

Mrs. Cafferata was awakened, and Keet- 
ing told her *hat his wife had lost her 
reason at LaGrange and that he had brought 
her to St. Louis for treatment. He wanted 
Mrs. Cafferata to take care of the children 
for two or three days until he could place 
his wife in some private sanitarium. 

Mrs. Cafferata was willing and went out 
on the sidewalk to meet her sister. Both 
women began crying. It was hard for Mrs. 
Cafferata to recognize in the wreck in the 
buggy the sister she had seen a year ago. 
Yet beneath the pale and emaciated feat- 
ures, the toothless jaws, the bleared eyes 
and the disheveled hair there were ‘tthe 
traces of a beautiful woman. 

Keeting jumped in the buggy and drove 
away, telling Mrs. Cafferata that he would 
be back in a few hours, That wae the last 
seen of him by them. 

It now develops that Keeting drove to the 
City Dispensary, where Dr. Thompson was 
on watch. The doctor assisted him to undo 
the straps and ropes that bound the insane 
woman to the seat and they carried her into 
the operating room. After making an exam- 
ination Dr. Thompson told Keeting that 
the woman had been poisoned, and inquired 
of him if he knew how it was done. 

Keeting said he had some papers in his 
buggy that might throw some light on the 
affair and went out into the alley. 

Instead of getting any papers he jumped 
into the DUREY and drove away, leaving his 
wife in the Dispensary. 


The woman had been salivated by a pre- 
aration of mercury, probably calomel. Al 
er teeth had dropped out and the bones 
throughout her body were affected. Al- 
though undoubtedly insane, she had enough 
reason left to part of her story. 

She said that after their second child was 
born at La Grange her husband began 
abusing her and on many occasions beat 
her until she was unconscious. He had 
several times threatened to put poison in her 
food, as he said she was in the way of his 
endeavor to avoid arrest.

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As predicted by the Post-Dispatch from 
the inception of the campaign, the Demo- 
cratic primaries Thursday for the election 
of delegates to the Sedalia Convention April 
15, which in turn elects the Missouri dele- 
gation to the National Convention at Chi- 
cago July 7, resulted in a sweeping victory 


for free, unlimited and independent coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

Sixty-four delegates were elected, of which 
number only ten are goldbuga Twenty- 
five of the twenty-eight wards were car- 
ried by the free silverites, leaving only three 
to the goldbugs, and maybe if the Cre- 
dentials Committee of the Sedalia Conven- 
tion is called on to determine the title to the 
representation of these wards some of the 
contesting free silver delegations will be 
seated. 

The goldbugs made contests in only eleven 

wards. They were the Third, Ninth, Twelfth, 
Fourteenth, Twentieth, Twenty-first, Twen- 
ty-second, Twenty-third, Twenty-fourth, 
Twenty-sixth and Twenty-eighth. In the 
Seventeenth Ward there was only one ticket 
in the field and this was divided evenly be- 
tween the goldbugs and bimetallists, As- 
sistant Chief Factionist C. C. Maffitt being 
one of the delegates elected and Andrew 
Boland, an uncompromising free silverite, 
the other. This is Mr. Maffitt’s home ward, 
and the fact that he had to b for terms 
shows the weakness not only of himself, but 
of the cause that he represents. 
In the Twenty-third and Twenty-sixth 
wards the goldbug judges and clerks re- 
fused to certify to the returns, thus serv- 
ing notice of contests at Sedalia, which, if 
won, will give them fifteen instead of 
ten members of the St. Louis  delega- 
tion—that is, providing,’ of course, that the 
free silver men do not successfully contest 
two or more of the wards apparently 
carried by the goldbugs.

The Lindell's men were marched from poll 
to poll by a mysterious young man whom 
none of. the old politicians ef the ward knew 
or had ever before seen. was spare and 
blond, with an incipient mustache, and his 
dudish appearance was set off by gold- 
rimmed spettacles. Not even the men he 
voted claimed to know his name or any- 
thing else about him, except that they were 
herded in the company’s shed at winney 
and Taylor Wednesday night, were made (o 
give their names and addresses to this mys- 


| terious man and were told to do as he bade 


them at the primaries. Of course none of 
the leaders could be induced to tell who 
had herded them in the shed Wednesday 
night and gave them the orders. 

Supt. George Baumhoff denies all knowl- 
edge of the occurrence. Scores of the Lin- 
dell's men confessed when asked by the 
free silver challengers that they were not 
registered, and some of them acknowledged 
that they had lived in the city only a few 
weeks. None of these so challenged were 
allowed to vote. 


But despite the whipping-in of the corpor- 
ations’ employes the head of the goldbug 
ticket in the Twenty-eighth Ward, Mr. 
Samuel M. Kennard, narrowly missed de- 
feat, and can boast of a majority of only 
$3 votes over Thad C. Harris, who ran first 
on the free silver ticket. Kennard’s vote 
was 278 and Harris’ 245. The other two gold- 
bugs—Messrs. Rutledge and Sneed—received 
826 and 322 votes respectively, while Messrs. 
Rickey and Schulz, who were on the free 
silver ticked with Harris, received respect- 
ively 178 and 176 votes. 

In the Twentieth Ward C C. Maffitt’s 
brother, P. C. Maffitt, voted the Missouri 
Railroad Co.’s employes solidly for the gold- 
bug ticket, composed of Griff Prather, Ed 
Devoy and Isaac H. Lionberger. 

In this ward, by the way, Central Com- 
mitteeman Daniel L. Hatton, as if to faciii- 
tate matters for the goldbugs, had both poll- 
ing places located within a stone’s throw of 
the stre@t railroad company’s power-house 
and car sheds. The polls were only two 
blocks apart on Olive street, one of them 
being just across the street from Maffitt’s

es but according to the assertions of Lisle 

cheson and Edgar Skinner, two of his 
a constituents, he worked enthusiast- 
cally for their ticket yesterday. Perhaps 
this action will secure Hatton’s re-election 
to the City Central Committee, an exalted 
position to which he aspires with all the 

rdor of his nature. If it does, then he is 
paid for the work which Messrs. Skinner 
and Richeson declare he did for the gold- 
bugs yesterday. 


Only one sensational incident occurred 
during the day. “Cuddy Mack,” a well- 
known tough character, attacked an ex- 
policeman named Roach in front of the 
polling place at Vandeventer and Morgan 
street, wenty-eighth Ward, and a free 
fight, participated in by a number of 
Spectators, ensued. But for the vigorous 
work of the police the affair might have 
been serious. The “scrap’’ apparently had 
nothing to do with the election. 

In the Thirteenth Ward (Carondelet) the 
Free Silver Club, dissenting from the tick- 
et given official sanctioh by the sub-com- 
mittee, conducted àn election on their own 
hook. They had two polis, one at 6303 
South Broadway and the other at Davis 
street and South Broadway. At the for- 
mer they polled 144 votes and at the latter

the State Convention. That is to say, of the 
sixty-four delegates the gold standard men 
can claim only 10. No one elected on a ticket 
captioned Free Silver’’ will be permitted 
by the State Convention to vote for anybody 
as delegate to Chicago who is not known to 
be a 16 to 1 man, 

This assurance renders impossible C. C. 
Maffitt’s election in the Twelfth District, 
and explodes the theory of a possible deal 
in the Eleventh District between Francis 
and Brady. 

In other words, the goldbug factionists 
have only five votes in the Eleventh, Dis- 
trict to deliver to — peepee ‘of a total 
of thirty. These are di three votes of the 
Fourteenth Ward and two.of the Twenty- 
eighth, which belong to the district. 

In the Twelfth District, Mr. Maffitt, under 
the strict interpretation of yesterday’s elec- 
tion which will be put on it by the Sedalia 
Convention, can hope for only the same 
number of votes. hese are one from the 
Seventeenth Ward, which will have to be 
cast by himself; three from the Twentieth, 
and one from the Twenty-eighth.

THE CHANGE WOULD 


BE ADVANTAGEOUS. 


Officials Strongly Favor the Adop- 
tion of the Metric System. 


NOT DIFFICULT TO GRASP. 


This Country Will Have to Enact It to 
Keep Abreast With Modern 
Civilization. 


The act of Congress establishing the 
metric system of weights and measures 
as the standard for the United States would 
be welcomed in St. Louis with open arms by 
those who deal most in figures and measure- 
ments. 

There are some few who oppose the new 
system, but they are old moss backs who 
still write with quill pens and dry their ink 
with sand. The progressive element are for 
it to a man even when it opens up a vista 
of work almost endless in the matter of 
reducing existing measurements to the 
metrical basis. 

The metric system is established on a 
purely decimal basis exactly parallel to the 
American system of money. It derives its 
name from the meter which is the basic 
measure and is equal to one ten-millionth 
part of the distance from the equator to the 
pole measured along any meridian. Re- 
duced to inches a meter is about 39.37 inches 
in length. The liter, the unit of liquid 
measure, is equal in volume to a cube meas- 
uring one-tenth of a meter along its edges. 

The grain is the unit of weight, and is 
the weight of distilled water in a cube 
whose edge is one one-hundredth part of 
a meter. From these primary units the 
— or lower measures are derived deci- 
mally. 

The prefixes denoting multiples are derived 
from the Greek, and are deka,“ ten. “‘hec- 
to,“ hundred, kilo,“ thousand, ‘‘myria,”’ 
ten thousand. he prefixes denoting sub- 
multiples are decimal fractions, and are 
from the Latin, and are “deci,” tenth, 
“centi,”” hundredth, and milli,“ thousandth. 
A brief study of any of the manuals will 
give 4 mastery of the vocabulary in a 
very short time, and to those unacquainted 
with any system at all, as are children, it 
is by far the easiest of comprehension. 

The changes which will made in St. 
Louis will be very extensive if the system 
is generally adopted. It will, in the first 
place, abolish a great part of the common 
arithmetic taught in the schools, and will 
simplify it to a remarkable degree. It 
will save every department of public works 
a vast amount of work, and in the drug and 
grocery stores will work miracles. 
Examples like this will arise: A lady wants 
to buy less than a meter of cloth. It costs 
$2 a meter. She decides to take a little 
more than a half, so the clerk cuts her off 
six-tenths of a meter; the bill is $1.20, and 
the figuring has been as simple as can be, 
because both the money and the measure 
were in the same kind of unit. 


For the purpose of asrertaining the atti- 
tude of the city officials toward the system 
a number of them were asked what they 
thought of it. 

President McMath of the Board of Public 
Improvements said: 

“Tt is a very good system and works well, 
but it could not have been adopted much 
sooner because other counties had not 
adopted it. But now that England and all 
European manufacturing countries are 
using it we had better hurry up and get 
into line or we will get left. All their 
machinery. engines and tools are being 
made on the metric measurements and if we 
don’t line up pretty soon we will find our- 
selves with a stock of misfits on our hands.” 

Street Commissioner Milner is an en- 
thusiast on the subject because he has had 
experience with it and knows its magnifi- 
cent possibilities. ~ 

“It is the very best system possible,” he 
said. ,““It is so clear and compact that it 
is really and truly enjoyable to work with 
it. We never use ay other system on the 
Government work; when we could not get 
the pure metric system we would use the 
decimal system on feet and instead of di- 
viding a foot into inches we would divide 
it into tenths and for closer measurements 
we would divide inches into tenths and hun- 
dredths. We used the decimal system al- 
ways and the metric system whenever we 
could. 

“It is a pretty system in so many res 
and is especially adapted to — Veith 
our money system. You 4 to buy a limited 
quantity of anything and you get so many 
tenths of it for so many tenths of a dollar. 

“As to its effect upon our established 
measures On Streets, street grades and oth- 
er fixed lines, it will not cause one particle 
of trouble. We can go ahead with new work 
on the new system and calculate from the 
old basis with a very simple decimal system, 
which will work all right. I am heartily in 
favor of its adoption and you will find that 
almost every engineer you talk to will be 
the same way.“ ,

MORE TALES OF BLOOD. 


A Frenchman Confirms tHe Stories of 
Spanish «Brutality. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ; 
NEW YORK, April 10.—The Sun has the 
following dispatch fram London: 
At last Europe is beginning “to recéive 


from sources friendly to Spain some ac- 
count of the horrors of the Spanish rule and 
warfare in Cuba. The French have been in- 
clined to sympathize with Spain in her 
efforts to subdue the insurgents, but this 
view will quickly change if more facts 
such as are set forth in a Frenchman's 
letter to the Soir of Paris are made known. 
He writes: “The war has assumed a fe- 
rocious character that did not exist under 
Gen. Campos’ rule. The prisons are 
crowded with Cubans arrested on suspicion. 
Steamers leave for Spain with whole car- 
goes of men under sentence of transporta- 
tion after clandestine trials. It is true that 
Weyler has not as yet shot any one in the 
towns, but the troops have leave to shoot 
or run through with their bayonets any 
peasants suspected of being acquainted 
with the rebels. The victims are afterward 
entered in the lists of rebels killed on the 
field of battle. Consequently the island is 
in a state of fearful panic, and the Cubans 
from sheer despair take to the jungles. 

Last week forty-two young men, some of 
them of the first families of Havana, joined 
Maceo. The Governor a fortnight ago heard 
that the rebels were ten miles from Ha- 
vana. He sent a column of volunteers to 
‘dislodge them. It arrived two hours after 
the enemy had departed. The ase 
fell upon the villagers, killing twenty-three 
among them a man of 70, a lad of 16 and 
three invalids. 

“A few days ago at Casiguas, eighteen 
miles from the capital, a band of volunteers, 
infuriated at the resolutions of the Ameri- 
can Congress, went to a farm belonging to 
an American citizen and shot his six sons, 
the eldest, aged 19, surviving, however, to 
telt the tale. This case has been taken in 
hand by the American Consul.”’

In St. Louis the free silver men car- 
ried twenty-five of the twenty-cight 
wards. They would have carried at 
least two more—the Twentieth ‘and the 
Twenty-eighth—but for the voting of the 
street car employes for the gold stan- 
Gard ticket, under the scrutinizing and 
menacing eyes of their taskmasters. 

In Kansas City and Jackson County 
the free silver men made a clean sweep. 
Even in the wards where, by reason cf 
quarrels among the local leaders, double 
primaries were held, the free silver men 
showed themselves to be largely in the 
majority. An unfortunate result of the 
Kansas City primaries is that two county 
conventions will be held on Saturday, 
which will send up contesting delegations 
to Sedalia. But no matter which of these 
delegations is seated, the voice of Jack- 
son County in the State Convention will 
be unanimous for free silver, This is a 
victory upon which Judge Gibson is to be 
congratulated. 

The only conclusion to be drawn from 
the result of the primaries in St. Louis 
and Kansas City is that the free silver 
sentiment is almost as dominant in the 
great cities of Missouri as in the rural 
counties. This is as it “should be. It 
is unfortunate for both city and eDuntry 
when there is a sharp division. between 
them upon questions of great moment 
to the people. Such a division breeds 
jealousies and guspicioms that are mu- 
tually injurious. They are the prolific 
soil of faction feuds and of local bosses. 
When the interest in a great public 
question becomes so keen as to fuse 
these differences and compel harmony 
‘of sentiment in city and country alike, 
it is a matter for honest satisfaction to 
all patriotic citizens. 

At Sedalia the voice of Missouri Democ- 
racy will not only be harmonious; it will 


be unanimous.

RECOGNIZING CUBAN BELLIGERENCY. 


Prof. T. J. Lawrence of Cambridge Uni- 

versity, a high authority on questions of 

international law, explains the effect of a 

declaration by our government granting 

belligerent rights, to Cuba. 

“It will,” he says, endow the commun- 
ity with the rights and all the obliga- 
tions of an independent State so far as 
the war is concerned, but no further. Its 
armies are lawful belligerents, not ban- 

ditti; its ships of war are lawful cruisers, 
not pirates; the supplies it takes from in- 

vaded territory are requisitions, not rob- 
bery. Its blockades must be respected by 
neutrals.” 

On the other hand its Government can- 
not negotiate treaties nor aecredit diplo- 
matic ministers. It has no rights, no 
immunities, no claims beyond those im- 

‘mediately connected with its war.

CONFESSION REPUDIATED. 


The Lamborn Children Deny Knewl- 
edge of Their Father’s Murder. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., April 10.—A 
fresh sensation in the murder case of Jy T. 
Lamborn, the rich Falls Leaf farmer, has 
developed. Annie and Charles Lamborn 
have made sworn statements to their attor- 
neys denying the alleged confessions, in 
which they were made to admit having 
planned the murder of their father, and in 
which Thomas Davenport, the girl's sweet- 
heart, was charged with committing the 
crime. 

It was alleged by Charles Schaffer, a 
Kansas City detective, that he had received 
a detailed 8 trom the two children 

an, This document he re-

Nick Young’s Instructions to His Um- 
pires—New Sportsman’s Park. 


Too much importance cannot be attached 
to ‘President Nick Young's: instructions to 


the umpires of the National League, which 
were issued Wednesday. It is in the power 
of the umpire to completely mar the pleas- 
ure of the spectators by erroneous decisions, 
and his position in realty is the most im- 
portant on the field. Recognizing this, 
President Young has selected his staff with 
the -utmost care, and for the greater part 
they are men of experience and proven 
competence. 

It is gratifying to note the peremptory 
instruction issucd in regard to the strict en- 
forcement of the playing rules, particé- 
larly that relating to the fining ard remov- 
al of players from the game. In this respect 
the rules have been made.even stricter than 
last year, a move that will be applauded 
by all true lovers of the national game. 
Indiscriminate kicking and exhibitions: of 
temper on the part of the players are very 
distasteful to the better class of patrons, 
and they will weleome any measure calcu- 
lated to eradicate it. . 


Let us hope that such an element of 
buncombe does not enter into these in- 
structions as permeated those issued last 
year. It will be remembered that: Umpire 
Lynch, one of the bes{ men on the staff, 
was compelled to ‘resign because he took 
Young’s instructions to mean what they 
said. His retirement did more to impair 
the umpirical force than the mere loss of 
his individual services, for it served notice 
on the other umpires that they must not 
enforce the rules in oppositon to the wishes 
of certain magnates. ‘hen Lynch refused 
to bow to Freedman and retired in a dig- 
nifled manner he carried with him the pub- 
Ito respect which the League lost. His re- 
call to the staff this year shows that the 
League acknowledges its error and carries 
assurance that it will not be rebate.

His Work Overshadewed That of the 
Other Principals in Thursday 
Night’s Operatic Performance.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Its River Petition Presented to the 
Senate by Senator Vest. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 10.—In the 
Senate yesterday Senator Vest presented a 
telegraphic petition from the Chamber of 
Commerce of St. Louls, urging that the 
Senate increase the appropriation for the 
improvement of the Mississippi River be- 
tween St. Louis and Cairo $150,000 per an- 


num, and also separate in the bill the 
amount of money to be used for levee bulld- 
ing and that to be used for dredging, and 
make the dredging clause mandatory. 

Congressman Clark, who is the Missouri 
Representative on the House Rivers and 
Harbors Committee says the Chamber of 
Commerce is laboring under a misapprehen- 
sion of facts, that the bill provides all they 
ask for except the additional appropriation. 

Congressman Clark and Senator Vest have 
agreed that the Missouri River should be 
granted an increase of at least $250,000 a 
year over the sum granted by the House in 
the river and harbor bill. This would give 
the Missouri $500,000 a year instead of $250,- 
000. Mr. ag asked nothing more for the 
Mississippi, but Senator Vest and Senator 
Cockrell) will try to have the Mississippi 
River appropriation made agreeable to the 
wishes of the St. Louis Board of Trade. 

Senator Cockrell to-day presented addi- 
tional protests fram St. Louis merchants 
and had them referred to the Committee on 
Commerce, which is now considering the 
measure. Senator Vest will present amend- 
ments which are now .being prepared by 
the two Missouri Senators.

THE DANGERS OF DONGOLA. 


Indications That the Plan of Advanciag 
Farther Than Akasheh Is Aban- 
dened fer the Present. 


NEW YORK, April 10.—A special to a local 
paper from Cairo, Egypt, says: 

From indications here it is thought that 
the plan of pushing the Anglo-Egyptian 
army to Dongola has been suddenly aban- 
doned. The purchase of camels and horses 
has been stopped. Lord Cromer and Sir Her- 
bert Kitchener have had a great deal of tel- 
egraphic correspondence during the last 
thirty-six hours. 

It has been found, it is thought, that the 
force up the Nile is too weak to cope with 
the hordes of dervishes now in the field and 
gathering to the Kalifa’s flag between Aka- 
sheh and Dongola. It is not probable now 
that any attempt will be made to advance 
beyond the former point at present. It is be- 
lieved, too, that it is the intention of the 
British to move strongly by the Suakim 
route when the time for active hostilities 
‘arrives.

It Is Said He Has Cut Off the Legs. of 
a Thousand Prisoners. 


NEW YORK, April 10.—A special to the 
Herald frem Rome says: 
The defeat of the Italians at Tucruf, the 


real extent of which still remains concealed, 
seems likely to be the preface to the taking 
of Kassala: This place has been vigorously 
attacked. The Fanfulla advocates the aban- 
donment of Africa, anticipating other se- 
rious disasters.

MENELIK AND THE MABHDISTS. 


They May Make Common Cause 
Against the English in Africa. 


MASSOWAH, April 10.—The interesting ro- 
port is received here that the Negus Menelik, 


Italy’s late successful antagonist at Adowa, 
has sent a delegate to negotiate with the 
dervishes. An alliance between the Abyssin- 
lans and the dervishes would upset many 
calculations. ° 
Menelik is a Christian, as are his sub- 
jects. In times past they have been at war 
with the Mohammedan dervishes, to whom 
they are of the hated class of infidels, and 
during the former occupation by the Eng- 
lish af the Soudan Menelik proved himself 
‘a valuable and reliable ally to them. On 
this account it has been believed that 
Menelik and the Mahdi were not likely to en- 
ter into an alliance, although the dervishes 
vere expected to,avail themselves of the re-
